Here is my draft log for the Cub Fox 1/16/2001 0200Z-0400Z. 


But first, the Soapbox: 


I had everything all set for this go ‘round, including trying something 
new: I've used my laptop and digipan in the Fox hunt, but never tried as 
the fox. I figured it would help me find the weak ones - it did (more 
later). 


Setup was my Icom 746 at 5w, MFJ tuner and two antennas; Horz loop (400' 
of wire) fed with ladder line up about 45' and 40m ground mounted (about 
6" off the ground at the bottom) wire vertical with 3 radials about 6" 
off the ground and covered in 3 feet of snow at the moment. I started 
off with the loop and spot on 7.141Mhz. 


The pack of hounds was pretty thick at the start and I started working 
them up about 1Kz, maybe a little more at times. I worked my way down 
and the pack thinned out pretty quick. Then I switched to the vertical - 
the midwest and beyond came alive! 


I stayed with the vertical for a good long time and when things quieted 
down I switched back to the loop and handed out a few more pelts. Then I 
pretty much switched back and forth at random until the hunt was over. 


I was great to hear the regulars - it's funny ‘cause I fill in the name 
and QTH automatically now! AF4PS Mac down in FL, KOEVZ Doc in ND (who 
was LOUD!!!), N4ROA Dan in VA.

A word about using digipan; I worked a couple hounds that I wouldn't 
have heard without seeing them first. I could see a faint trace on the 
waterfall but hear nothing. I used the DSP and notch filter on my 746 
and watched on the waterfall as I zeroed in on their signal. AJ4AY is 
one I worked this way- even with all the mustard the radio could give 
me, he was tough copy. But without digipan there is no way I would have 
seen...umm...heard him. I strongly recommend it.

Hi All, 


Someone asked for ideas about a simple antenna to take into a hotel/motel 
room. 


Here is one that I have used with success. I'll leave it to the folks that 
understand antennas to tell if it xxshould**x work or not! And I am NOT 


making any fancy claims about it. Heck, I may have lost more power than I 
radiated but at least I made QSO's! :-) 


Anyway, take a few (I used 5) wires that are about 16' long. 


Lay out all but one on the floor and connect together in the center using 
wire nuts. (You knew that was coming, right?) 


Take the one remaining wire and put one end as high as you can get it. I 
often use a window curtain rod as the top support. Wind the left over 
vertical wire around most anything that isn't metal. I have used chair 
legs, toilet paper rolls, plastic pipe and a fishing rod. This gives you 
something like a loading coil at the base of the vertical. 


Again using wire nuts, connect the center conductor of a short piece of coax 
to the vertical element at the bottom of the coil and connect the shield to 
the center point of the radials. Wire nuts work fine but I have even just 
twisted the wires together when I didn't have the wire nuts. 


Now connect the coax jumper to a antenna tuner and have fun. 


I run the radials around as best I can. Sometimes they have been just 
"wadded" up here and there. 


But I have made many QSO's that way. 
Simple. Cheap. Easy to carry. 
Efficient?? I doubt it. But see the last sentence! :-) 


And in many of the old handbooks there was a little antenna made from a car 
antenna. One of the old ones that you had to pull up to get the weak 
stations. Anyway it was connected to a air wound coil that had a tap on it 
and a big variable cap. 


With the addition of some SWR detection circuit that should also work if you 
want something more "correct"! :-)

I know this is off topic, but since a QRP QSO lead to this I thought there 
was some sufficient nexus. anyway, I mentioned in a previous post about a 
QSO I had recently wherein I worked the other station with both my K1 and my 
FT-817, the first QSO's the other station had heard using either of these 
radios although he has a K2 and a K1. The other half of the QSO was Steve 
Buroker, W7QC who lives in the Seattle area. (Well, actually, his address is 
in Sammamish, WA, but don't let that fool you! It just sounds like he lives 
in the wilderness, but he's a bona fide city boy cuz he lives on 244th 
Stlit!) 


In addition to having a very pleasant rag chew with Steve about QRP stuff, it 
turns out that Steve's dad, the original W7QC, was part of a "breakfast club" 
group back in the mid 30's that included the original W7AQK. That was a 
fella named Art Dunkle who lived in Kellogg, Idaho. So Steve sends me his 
QSL card plus a photocopy of a certificate which has pictures of all these 
guys who were part of the group, and also a list which shows their names, 
calls, and what they do for a living. There is also a brief explanation, by 
W7AQK, about how the group got formed. This was quite a group too. About 35 
names and calls are listed, and they are scattered all over the northwest 
including Canada (about 1/3 of them were canadian, mostly in Alberta, and 
back then they had VE4 calls instead of VE6).

Bob, 

You only get RF on the outside of the braid if the length of coax is an odd 
multiple of quarter wave at the frequency you are using. Whether the 
antenna is resonant or not has NOTHING to do with outside the braid 
radiating RF. You do not get RF there, except as quarter wave makes the 
upper feedpoint a high impedance looking back at the coax braid. 


YOU can coil some coax at the feed point to make a cable choke to help keep 
RF off the outside braid, or use a store bought balun or make up a balun 
from the Wireman's kit, or Amidon's kit. Yes, you are only tuning the 
transmitter to 50 ohms, with transmatch. The antenna and feedline are being 
matched as a unit at transmatch end, but there is still SWR at the feedpoint 
on the antenna. 


Note also, there are two settings with a Tee circuit tuner like the 
commercial one you mention. You need to see which setting gives most field 
strength out of antenna and make sure one setting does not add to shield 
radiation if your coax length gets near to a quarter wave at the frequency 
in use.

Thanks for the great points (for those of you who don't know Danny K3TKS, he 
can take a 6" piece of PVC, rummage thru the trash for extranious junk, and 

end up with a creation that will send SSB signals thru a water line!...he's 

just that type of creative person). 


To update all a little more, I checked with a local forrestry company. Found 
out some interesting items, namely: 

1. It's better for the tree to screw in a lag bolt (with hook or eye) than 
to wrap rope or wire around tree to hold pulley. The screw inserted in the 


trunk is a "minor shock" to the tree, but the wrapped around rope / wire will 
constrict the trunk growth in a matter of a few months and it will weaken / 
cause problems to the trunk from that point into the future. (I don't want 
to kill it or worse yet, have a high piece break off in a windstorm and fall 
on my roof). 


2. I'm considering designing a simple “inverted L" PVC pull-thru rather than 
a pulley to be attached from the high hook. Reasons: 1. Too many pullys 
have a gap between the wheel and the frame, thus allowing ropes, etc to get 
wedged in the gap, rendering it useless. 2. A PVC elbow should offer a 
wider angle at the bend, thus lessening the stress on the rope at that point. 
3. A PVC elbow will allow for an additional "feed string" loop - to the 
ground level - to be pulled alongside the rope so that in the event of a 
broken rope, the feed-string loop can have another rope attached and 
relatively easily fed thru the elbow (knot and all), thus saving another 
climb up the tree. 


and for esthetic purposes, grey covered wire antenna and dark (dacron) rope 
down the trunk to keep questions from neighbors to a minimum. 


Just a few thoughts. A little expense maybe, but in the overall scheme of 
things not too bad. Besides, we're probably going to be here a while if our 
last house stay is any indication (we moved in "temporarily" and left it 29 
years later!)

>that a matched (1:1 swr) length of coax will have more loss than the same 
>length of open-wire line with a gross mismatch (swr of 20:1 or greater). 


It may be widely known, but it isn't true! 


It *IS*x true that open wire line has less loss than coax when ina 
matched condition (eg 1:1) swr. Much less. In fact, open wire typically 
has only a fraction of the loss of coax. 


But high SWR indicates reflections on the transmission line. On each pass 
of the reflections, you accumulate more loss. Really high SWR (20:1) will 
induce high losses. In a typical scenario, with RG-213 at 1:1 versus 450 
ohm open wire at 9:1, the coax wins on loss. (In fact, the two are about 
even when the coax is at 1:1 and the open wire at 5:1) 


Open wire is an excellent choice for a multi-band antenna, since the 
impedances are likely the vary all over the map, and it has much less 
loss at high SWR than coax. 


>Next come the ingredients of the open-wire feedline itself. That 
>universally 

>available black window pane stuff ain't "open" if, when I measure it, 58 
>percent of the windows are closed! 


There are several types of this stuff, but actually the transmitting 
quality line using a 14 gauge or larger conductor is pretty good. Not as 
good as "true" open wire, but it does the job. 


>If you want a good feedline, don't use stranded wire--that means any 
>stranded 

>wire, no matter what it is made of, and for goodness sake stay away from 
>anything that has iron, steel, nickel or anything magnetic in it. 


What's wrong with stranded wire? 


And what's wrong with any wire that has iron, steel, nickle or other 
alloys? 


Heck, if you look at the ARRL handbook, one of the staples of antenna 
construction is copperweld -- which is a thin coating of copper over 
steel wire. 


>That's the first commandment. Going a bit further, to explain, the 
individual strands 

>never make perfect contact with one another, and their spiral configuration 
>introduces inductance and eddy current losses. 


The strands really don't have to make "perfect" contact with each other. 
And the eddy current losses are negligable. 


> Any corrosion or rust on the 
>strands exacerbates these effects. 


If you avoid iron or steel, you avoid rust. 


>As for magnetic materials, you need to 

>delve into the relationship between permeability and skin effect. It has 
>been my experience that steel or steel-cored conductors are particularly 
>evil 

>when there are standing waves present, something which occurs in an 
>impedance 

>matching stub, or when a balanced feedline has already been chosen over coax 
>to mitigate an unavoidably severe impedance mismatch at the antenna 
>feedpoint. 


Again, amatuers and professionals alive have been using copperweld with 
great success for many decades. This "evil" you speak of is negligable. 


>It's perhaps known that Litzendraht, or 
>"litz" wire, with its amazing rf properties, was invented in Germany before 
>the first World War. 


Litz wire works great up to about 2 MHz or so, but then the skin effect 
makes the currents so thin that Litz wire actually increases losses 
rather than lower them.

I've always assumed resettable fuses were expensive but just discovered 
they're not. That the one in my kK2 only costs sixty-four cents from Mouser. 
Wanting to save time, space, and money, (and being slightly ignorant!) I 
almost never put any sort of protection into the things I build. Now I'm 
thinking maybe I should buy a bunch of these things and stick them on my 


power jacks. I don't know anything about them but would somebody tell me, 
are there any drawbacks to using them instead of a fuse? They sure are a lot 
simpler to install and when one opens, you don't have to go digging around 
for another one to replace it. 


I've seen a lot of protection circuit ideas, but it seems to me that 
installing a resettable fuse in series with a hot carrier diode, like 
Elecraft did on my K2, is hard to beat. It's cheap, quick to install, and 
doesn't take up much room.

I use an ordinary "wrist rocket" type slingshot, and have a helper 
standing by holding a fishing rod (top section removed) to keep the 
line out of my way. A 3-o0z. teardrop weight is just about right. 

It may help to spray paint the weight in bright yellow or red. One 
thing I learned: if you get a snag (the most common one is where the 
line catches and the weight loops around a branch before dropping) it 
is often easier to lower the weight to the ground by feeding out line 
slowly, cut the weight off, and then reel in the line. If you try to 
tease the weight into unwrapping so you can pull it back, you are 
more likely to either break the line or cause the weight to come 
flying back at you suddenly (very bad idea.) Even if you just miss 
and go over the wrong branch, do not try to pull the weight back. 

Let it down and untie or cut it loose, and pull only the empty line 
back. Eye and head protection is still a good idea. If you aren't 
experienced with a slingshot, by all means get some practice using 
smooth pebbles in a safe area BEFORE you start launching lines. 


Note too that I am in a rural area. I wouldn't use the slingshot if I 
were in a spot where passers-by might wander along the street or a 
wild shot might hit a neighbor's window, dog, or kid. We have no 
sidewalks out here, pedestrians are rarer than passing horseback 
riders and you can see them coming for at least a half mile. 


I use oak trees as "masts" in preference to the few pines here, because 
they are smoother and seem less likely to snag the line. The line is 
then used to pull back a nylon or polypropylene cord which in turn is 
used to draw up the wires. There was an article in QST last year on 
this topic and it is worth reading. It warns of risks to the trees, 

and gives advice on making relatively permanent installations using 
pulleys, etc. while allowing for the sway of trees in the wind and 
avoiding friction and pressure damage to bark. 


The option of using a professional climber, especially if you desire a 
long term installation with pulleys, is well worth considering. Like 
Cajun Joel, I tend to shift my wires around fairly often to change the 
orientation or try a different design, so I don't consider my 
installations permanent. 


In a more densely populated area, the helium balloon idea is a 
possibility. You'd want several balloons of the mylar type they sell 
for birthdays, etc. These are less easy to puncture than the old rubber 
or plastic ones. You can use the balloon, guided by a couple of 
lightweight kite strings, to maneuver and drop a light weight and 
fishing line over the desired branch. You definitely need sharp eyes 
and a good helper to work this. Balloons also work in their own right 
as a temporary antenna support--I've done this with success a couple 

of times. 


The biggest potential problem in subdivisions, urban lots, etc. is 
probably overhead wires. These could be a major risk for any method 
other than the absolute control offered by the tree climber. 


Side remark: Why is it that this list is so prone to off topic 
commentary about gun control or gun laws? Even I, who am quite tolerant 
of off topic stuff, get very tired of the editorializing on this 
irrelevant subject. Surely there are other appropriate forums for that 
discussion.

I disagree that all phones are the same. Yes, you don't need full 
hi-fi response. But cheap phones also vary all over the map in terms 
of their sensitivity to small signals and/or their tendency to 
overload and distort on loud ones. In my experience, it does pay 

to invest in a better grade of phones. 


For the lightweight, low impedance type the best ones I have had 

were a cheap set that came with a Kyocera "walkman" clone. Those were 
finally destroyed in a mechanical accident (crushed) and I've never 
found their equal in sensitivity. None of the Radio Shack/Walmart 
type lightweights I've tried have been as good at responding to weak 


signals. 


For higher impedance applications (like with an HW-8, or a homebrew 
regen RX) the old "tin can" phones are much better than anything 
still available new. I have decent ones by Brandes. Old Timers have 
told me that Baldwin and Brush were even better, but those are hard 
to find nowadays. 


It seems like there ought to be specs that could be compared for 
headphone performance, just as there are for receivers. But for some 
reason, if they exist they are hard to get. I find it easier to just 
keep buying cheap sets at garage sales or whatever and trying them 
until I get something that works for me. 


Whenever I start thinking about Heil, Kenwood, or some other commercial 
brand sold as "communication" phones, I usually can quickly find an 
equal number of people who like a particular model and people who 
despise it. One can only conclude, I think, that this is a very 
personal kind of preference that requires some experimenting and 
testing on one's own. For example, though many people here like to 

use those "“earbud" things, I cannot tolerate any device that plugs 

up my ears that way. I prefer a headset that allows me to hear the 
ambient room noises at an attenuated level, and that also permits the 
air pressure to remain equalized. Full coverage "earmuff£" type phones 
produce a "sea shell" roar for me that I really dislike. Obviously, 
your mileage may vary. But it will probably pay for you to try out 
several types rather than choosing based on other people's preferences.

Of the three SSR 5A receivers that I have had, only 
one came with a set of headphones and a power cable 
that would allow the set to be used with several 
batteries.

space in half the case for the antenna, crystals, 


whatever. 


The transmitter uses two 3S4 tubes, wired in 
tandem,and protected by metal tube shields. These 
appear to be both smaller and sturdier than the 
predecessor's 6L6 tube. With two tubes in tandem, 
the set should operate with one tube dead, a 
definite advantage behind enemy lines where 
replacement tubes are hard to find!!! The circuit 


reasonably simple, a crystal controlled oscillator 
with a tuned tank circuit. 


And in the RSGB Technical Topics Scrapbook for 
1985-89, 1990-94 and 1995-1999, there are nice 
write-ups on the clandestine rigs of the different 
countries and services. Including a Telefunken 
briefcase unit of the early - mid 50's. Good stuff.

Given that today's manufacturers of balanced feedlines choose to ignore the 
lessons of history, the homebrewer has a ready opportunity to go one better. 
Since feedlines need never be under tension (which is not the case of a wire 
antenna), tensile strength, longitudinal elasticity and, to a lesser extent, 
weight are not important factors. Nor is it likely that the feedline will be 
rubbing against a surface, so abrasion resistance is not a consideration. 
Solid copper wire is the sensible choice for the conductors. Nos. 12 and 14 
awg (American Wire Gauge) offer a good balance between weight, rf efficiency, 
strength and cost. Either will easily handle a kilowatt of high frequency rf. 


It is desirable, but not essential, for the wire to be insulated. A layer of 
green copper oxide in intimate contact with the wire will not greatly affect 
its performance as a conductor of rf any more than will other coverings, (but 
this is not true for stranded wire). PVC coverings, which are used for house 
wiring, are quite resistant to ultraviolet radiation and wet and freezing 
climates. However, the insulation does add considerably to the weight 
(without much improvement in the wire's strength), and of course the diameter 
of the conductor is considerably increased. As for rf performance, encased 
in thermoplastic, a single conductor will have a velocity factor slightly 
less than 1.00, and this means a small degradation in its rf performance. 
[When an antenna is involved, the lower velocity factor will slightly reduce 
the length at which resonance occurs. The thicker the insulation, the less 
the velocity factor. Slip a hot dog over a 70 cm quarter-wavelength antenna 
and you'll really drop its resonant point, as well as its efficiency to 
radiate--might be a clever way to cook the beast]. There are insulations 
with about the same bulk as PVC which are a bit less heavy and stronger. 

Some of these are polyethylene, and they may additionally have an outer nylon 
jacket. They are particularly worthy for insulating antenna wire, but for 
feedlines, where tensile strength and abrasion resistance are not 
considerations, such insulations are unnecessary. 


As for what is generally termed enameled wire, one needs to appreciate that 
it is not manufactured for antennas or feedlines. Rather, such wire is 
designed, almost exclusively for transformers and winding the armatures and 


field coils of electric motors and generators. Here what is needed is an 
insulation which will not crack when wound with a small radius, whose 
abrasion resistance is such that it will withstand being rubbed by adjacent 
turns during the winding process, and frequently it must withstand high 
temperatures. Obviously, such enamel insulation is not designed to be 
stretched over long, straight runs, nor to resist acid rain, bird droppings, 
and especially, the sun's ultraviolet radiation. Some of the "enamel" 
coatings may turn out to be very hardy outdoors. The only way to determine 
this is to hang a 50 or so foot length between two trees and examine its 
condition after a few months. Unfortunately, the best "enamel" insulations 
(and I believe they contain nylon) are very costly. 


One less expensive approach is to stretch a couple of lengths of bare wire 
between the trees and apply an outdoor paint designed to adhere to metal. 
High quality marine varnish works well on wood, but adheres less well to 
metal. There may be epoxy coatings which will work. Application is quickly 
done by running a brush sideways along the wire. Three or four coats may 
thus be applied with minimal effort. 


Bamboo offers excellent strength compared to its weight, and it is very 
inexpensive. It works marvelously as a feedline spreader. A bag of 500 
chopsticks, each about 8-inches long cost me US$7.00 at an Asian grocery. 
Discarding the tapered ends (but save a few of these to help wind your 
toroidal inductors) meant that each chopstick provided for two 2.5-inch long 
spreaders. The chopsticks vary in diameter and straightness. I used a drill 
bit gauge to select the largest ones and eyeballed for straightness. I threw 
out about a quarter of the purchased stock. Cutting the spreaders to length 
was done by first scribing them with a tubing cutter and then using a razor 
saw. 


A feedline's characteristic impedance should be constant throughout its 
length. The two principal determinants of this are conductor diameter and 
inter-conductor spacing. The latter's constancy is what you need to control. 

Using a razor saw, cut one spreader end to a depth of 0.25 inch. Repeat 
this at the other end, making sure that the second slit is parallel with the 
first; this is easy to do if you shove a piece of cardboard into the first 
slit to help you visually line up the where you will saw the second slit. 
With dividers set to a two-inch width, verify the same distance between the 
bottoms of the slits. Enlarge the slits with a piece of broken hack saw 
blade (and perhaps a flat needle file as well) so that the wire will force 
fit, spreading the two halves of the slitted spreader apart without breaking 
them. Remove the wire, and at the base of the slits use an appropriately 
sized drill bit held in a pin vise to drill by hand a hole which press fits 
around the wire. 


This process can be speeded up using an electrically-powered saw [which may 
not always be possible in California], but, hey, this a qrp approach, and 
once you've got your hand tools properly sized, you can move along at a fair 


clip. Use mass production techniques, e.g., cut all your spreaders to length 
before notching their ends. 


When all your spreaders are made, drive out all the moisture by baking them 
in a 180-degree F. oven for 24 hours. Then, using a coarse kitchen strainer, 
dunk the lot, while they are still warm, into a linseed oil mixture thinned 
with mineral spirits, which has been heated over boiling water. When dry, 
dunk them into a marine varnish mixture thinned with mineral spirits. Repeat 
this twice more with a less thin mixture. Vigorously shake the spreaders 
after each dunking so that the end notches won't become clogged when the 
spreaders dry. Clean up the kitchen! Don't skimp on the quality of the 
varnish--a quart of the marine-grade stuff goes for over US$20, but it should 
handle all the spreaders you're likely to make in this lifetime. 


Stretch your feedline conductors, in this case spaced two inches apart, 
tightly between two trees. Then snap the spreaders, some of which may have 
needed their notches to be cleaned of dried varnish with a hack saw blade, 
into place. Longitudinal spacing of the spacers is a subjective choice--the 
fewer the better because dielectric effects are minimized, but the conductors 
must stay parallel to preserve a constant impedance throughout the feedline's 
length. In one instance, I chose a sequence of spacings of 11, 7, 10, 8 and 
9 inches, repeating this sequence throughout the feedline's length. The 
staggered spacing was to minimize periodicity. [What's periodicity? No, 
Virginia, QRP-L isn't about women's health! Rather it's a bit of arcane 
feedline lore known in the 1930s, viz. Frank Jones' Antenna Handbook, but 
completely overlooked today. It's a bigger deal at vhf than at hf, but, what 
the heck, staggered spacings may also reduce mechanical, as well as 
electrical, resonances in the feedline]. 


To preserve the feedline's electrical integrity, don't use metal tie wires. 

I use ten-inch lengths of 50-pound braided Dacron kite line. The knot 
employed is the constrictor knot, applied to each outer end of every 
spreader, then crossing the conductor to place to the inside of the conductor 
an additional hitch around the spreader. Trim the ends of the Dacron ties to 
a half inch and coat the knots with marine varnish. 


The foregoing feedline, using no. 14 awg copper wire, probably has a 
characteristic impedance of about 490 Ohms. The exact figure is of no 
consequence [so-called 450-ohm window pane ladder line is about 390 ohms dry, 
and less when wet]. Spacing between the conductors is your choice, but 
remember that at vhf, where the physical spacing becomes greater in 
wavelength terms, with wide spacing the feedline starts to behave more like 
an antenna than a feedline. Conversely, at hf, too-narrow spacing, as the 
feedline conductors lose their "separateness", causes the "balanced" feedline 
to take on more the rf electrical qualities of a single conductor. The 
important qualities of my feedline are that it is 98-percent open, and with 
that much of the dielectric being air there's no perceptible increase in SWR 
when wet. The conductors are strictly parallel and without metallic tie 


wires, so there are no loss-causing impedance "bumps". And, best of all, it 
is home brewed to a standard of excellence that the commercial manufacturers 
don't seek, and may not know how, to attain.

I get out around 1500 
miles or so sometimes. If cx are good and it's 3:00am on the East coast, I 
can hit CA but RSTs are in the 4s. I'm sure I can find something more 
efficient....

Guys, as you know I have been doing a survey on the current draw in a K1. 
Why? Well, when I finished mine, I did the measurements and was surprised 
at my results. I expected them to be much lower as the kit is advertised as 
a backpacker rig. The specs in the manual say that receive current draw is 
50mA with no signal. My results were 59 mA with no signal, an 18.4% 
difference, which is much more than I anticipated. Then I measured the 
current drain when I was receiving what I call a nice strong signal, say 
599, and had the af gain set at 12 O'clock. Wow, it was now 67 mA, which 
is 34% more than the no signal level quoted in the manual. Hmmn. I 
wondered what the difference was going to be with the speaker on the same 
signal, same setting of the audio pot, and it was 120 mA!! That was 140% 
more than the manual figure! Maybe I had made a mistake in building my kit? 
But it tested out normal and seemed to work fine. Ahh, I would use qrp-1 to 
do some research and see what other builders out there were getting. First, 
though I would have to try and get the same settings and conditions as close 
as possible. I came up with setting the pot at 12 o'clock (which should 
have been mid range) and requested 3 readings for the results. No signal, 
strong 599 type signal with headphones, and the same signal using the K1 
speaker. I posted the request to the list and also had the same request 
posted to the Elecraft reflector. There are about 500 K1 kits sold so far 
(my serial number was in the high 400's and I got my kit 2 weeks ago.) and I 
expected lots of results and data points. In fact, I even told my science 
classes about the experiment, and told them that we would use the results as 
an example of doing research over the internet. 


Boy was I disappointed in the response. Only 6 responses out of 500!! Here 
are the results of that survey: 


No Signal Current: 58.33 mA 
Headphone with strong signal = 76.7 mA 
Speaker with strong signal = 107.1 


What does that tell me? Well I feel a lot better about my readings now, as 
they seem to be right in the ball park of the rest of the guys. Granted, 
there was no signal strength standard, and the results are not perfect, but 
they are real world and they have value. 


What have I learned? First, the specs quoted in the manual are for best 
case scenario and in this case are for no signal present. I don't listen to 
my radios unless there is a signal, so it is not very relevant to the real 
world. I am not bashing Elecraft here, as I think that this is a common way 
to spec receiver drain. I wish that we could have a standard that shows us 
current drain with respect to a signal level input and audio output of a 
radio. It would mean much more than what we have now. 


Second, I did not realize how much more current drain there is with a 
speaker than headphones. I sure do now. There is no spec in the manual for 
this, and I would imagine that was done on purpose, as the rig is advertised 
as a backpacker radio. Don't think I would want to do much listening with 
the speaker if I was a long way from home and did not have a lot of 
batteries. 


Third, I probably now know why my K2 ate batteries. I never suspected that 
using the speaker could use so much more current than headphones. Don't 
have a K2 any more so I can't measure the difference but I bet it is 
significant. I did use the speaker when I was having problems with the low 
battery life. I know, dumb, but I didn't know then what I know now, 
education costs (Dr. Charles Adams, NorCal meeting August, 1993). Radios 
with built in speakers have a high current overhead when you use that 
speaker. There is no free lunch. 


In summary, I wish that rig manufacturers would use a different way of 
specing current drain in receivers that was more real world like. I also 
wish that if they have a speaker in the rig that they spec current drain 
with headphones and with the speaker. My thanks to the guys who sent me 
data, you are appreciated. I just wonder why only 6 out of 500 responded?? 


Jim Duffey is working on a test and equipment to do same to compare current 
drain in rigs. He will do it at Arkiecon in April. Should be fun.

Some interesting opinions have been expressed about not using stranded or 
corroded wire for transmission line or antenna conductors, and this is 
something that I have wondered about for years. Is there a significant, 
measurable effect? The thought was this would disrupt skin effect or 
radiation from an antenna wire. Also of concern was use of steel antenna 
conductors which would include copperweld wire. Yet, copperweld is the 
preferred wire construction per ARRL antenna books for large dipoles. 


Also, I now have to point out that aluminum beams corrode, (oxidize) almost 
immediately upon being put up outside, as does any aluminum antenna. But 
most seem to keep on working. Our Austin club station, W5KA, has had the 
same Mosley TA 33 up since 1976, and other than replacing coax, it has 
functioned with good results to a lot of DX QSOs for those 24 years, and is 
surely by appearance, oxidized as all beams do. This past weekend, it was 
used in the PSK 31 test on even 30m, and was detecting the 1 watt 
transmissions of ARRL. Of course, we do not transmit on it at 30m, but 
regularly do good QSOs on 20 thru 10m. 


For several years, we have used pvc insulated house wire, (14 gauge solid), 
as antenna element conductor for Double Zepp dipole field day antennas, and 
it seems to work quite well. IE, high scores, most sections worked, DX 


worked trans Pacific at 5 watts SSB. 


Also at field day, for an even longer period of time, 5 years, we have used 
very loosely stranded no. 16 gauge copper wire to make 10 wavelength Vee 
beams, and last June, a 1.5 wave Loop which worked more sections than ever 
with the loop at only 20 feet high over a football field. The copper wire 
oxidized the first year, as it rained on it during assembly, and has not 
been cleaned since. Connections are made to it each year by wire nuts, 
which does clean the feedline attachment point. Feeders have been 
copperweld window ladder line with not ill effect on getting out with 5 
watts SSB. 


Unfortunately, in true Field Day tradition, no field strength measurements 
were made when the wire was new, thus no comparative data exists. But, my 
question is, does anyone have recent data such as Field strength 
measurements from say a solid copper wire antenna vs. the same design with 
stranded wire, or copper weld? 


A small field study could be done by using a 10m dipole design, which could 
be measured in most ham's urban environments, without the full up antenna 
range most lack. It would make a great story for a QRP magazine. 

You would need to measure at various distances not just in your own yard. 


One should definitely also document the type of near ground and near field 
features, such as poorly conducting, rocky earth, dense housing all around 
or whatever. It would be better to take the data at a clear site like a 
playground or football practice field without large metal structures nearby. 


Another issue might be the frequency to use, but you have to start basic 
studies somewhere.

Larry, 


Back about 5 years I operated from a condo. Antennas were strictly 
verboten! However I lived there for about 18 years, off and on and had 
an antenna the entire time. What magic did I do? You can read the 
entire story in QST for June 1995. 


I made an invisible antenna. Now it may not fit your needs because it 
was designed as a vacation antenna. The condo was my mother's, and I 
only visited about four weeks each year, so it was designed to be quick 
up and left to destroy itself in the wind when I left. However I also 
lived there from 1994 to 1996 when we bought this house so I do have 
some full time use on it. 


I made a wire coil to act as a spool to hold the antenna wire while 
launching it. I used a large plastic glass and wound about 100 or so 
turns on it. The wire was held in place with double sided scotch tape. 
I held it in a small vise. I put weights on the 'far' end and used a 
Whammo slingshot to launch it into a nearby tree. I usually could get 
40 to 50 feet of wire out the window. I used %26 or #28 magnet wire. 
It was almost completely invisible when in place. The ;launching 
process took about a minute. Winding the wire coil tool about a half 
hour. 


The only thing I ever worried about was leaving the wire in the trees 
when I left. I was afraid the lawn crew would discover it in their 
mowers. Never happened. Maybe I was lucky, maybe they didn't even 
notice/ 


All in all the performance was far better that a whip mounted on the 
balcony. With a whip I would have been only 10 feet above the average 
terrain. Perhaps if I had been a couple of floors higher it would have 
worked! 


I fed the antenna through a small MFJ tuner. I had very little trouble 
getting a match below 2:1 on any band. I worked all stated and probably 
about 90 countries at QRP levels over the 18 years. Many contest QSOs 
and many rag chews. I even worked 80 CW using the antenna! Try it. 


Oh, I used a baseboard counterpoise for each band at first and then 
replaced it with an MFJ Ground Tuner.

Actually (at least here!) the Nokia Phones all send Either ' CONNECTING 
PEOPLE ' or ' SMS ' when receiving a text message. The connecting people 
one is the long (and loud!) alert and SMS (which stands for Short Messaging 
Service) is the standard alert. 


I have owned several Nokia GSM phones and they all use CW for text message 
alerts but none had a default CW ringing tone. 


Since most of the more recent Nokia GSM phones will allow custom ring tones 
there is no reason why you couldn't set up your own CW ringing tone, it 
would be better than the mangled Classical music mobile phones tend to ring 
with.... 

Nokia phones also allow you to associate ringing tones with particular 
callers (caller groups is the nokia Speak for this) shades of ITS YOUR 
MOTHER IN LAW being send in CW, a real time saving feature ;-)
